GOVERNMENT _ 
“WINS” LOTTERY 


MADRID.—The Spanish Gov- 
ernment did very well by itself 
in the Spanish holiday lottery. 

Besides winning the entire second 
prize, the Government also gets half 
of the winnings from the first prize 
‘ticket, which was shared by a holder 
in Madrid. 

This first prize amounted to 15,- 
000,000 pesctas (nominally about 
G$1,500,000) and the second prize, 
which the Government won outright, 
totalled 6,000,000 pesetas.

We 
cannot, therefore abolish ‘battleships 
unless other nations agree to do so 
and keep thelr promise. 


Dofying ‘Tho Vilest Weather 


CAN we reduce the size without 
risking our own security? 

We con, provided others also do It. 
During the Disarmament Conferences 
the British Admiralty were never 
averse to discussing such limitations. 
In fact, the Washington Treaty— 
which no longer exists—lnposed,, in 
1922, u Jimit of 35,000 tons. 

There + are, however, diMculties 
about Simitation. Our Empire, hav- 
ing’ no boundaries, requires Ships 
large enough to keep the sea in any 
weather Jn. any part of the. world; 
our ships must be able to go where 
required, so that a suMlcient force 
can be Inthe right plaice at the right 
time, Other nations do not shate 
these requirements to the same ex- 
fent. 

There is nothing to tell us off-hand 
just how large. a battiesh{p should 
be} sind, because power fy increased 
as'size is increased, there has always 
been a temptation, not often resisted, 
to zo one better than the other fellow. 

Ag battleships increase in size the 
cost to the taxpayer increases, with 


startling rapidity. Not only has the’ 


extra ‘tonnage to be paid for, but 
also specini: plant must be manufac- 
tured to turn out the enormous guns 
required. There is practically no 
limit to the amount which may have 
to be spent along the sen routes. 

Ships must have repair ond supply 
bases distributed about, * the world, 
The turger the ship, the more dificult 
to manocuvre In narrow, and ¢spec- 
lally in shallow, waters; the larger 
must be the dry doctt to.accommodate 
her, the longer and more solid the 
wharves; and more dredging fs neces- 
sary to make harbours navigationally 
safe for her reception, These har- 
béur works are very expensive. 
“Tt isa viclous-etreles: which-can- be 
prevented only if the natlons of the 
world are genuine and united in thelr 
efforts to prevent it, 


Luck Needed For A “Bull” 


THE argument against lurge ships 
—hecause “the biguer the ship, the 
bigger the target,” can be considered 
In two ways, If the big. ship, the 
big ‘target, is lost, the loss 1s, of 
course, greater than if the unit was 
of sinaller dimensions—there would 
be more egas in the basket. 

And it foes without saying that the 
bigger the target, the eusier {t Is hit 
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somewhere, But to score a “bull” 
requires the same skill, or the same 
luck, A “target” cannot retallate; a 
battleship can. The bigger the ship, 
the more powerful and numerous can 
be her guns and the yreater her specd, 
alt of which give her more chance of 
crippling an enemy before  belny 
damaged herself. . 


To no smaller extent the advantages 
of retalintion would exist If she were 
attacked) by submarine or alrcraft. 
With eMeclent retaliation from antl- 
alreraft puns and Oghters from the 
ship, and from other ships gf the 
Fleet, a direct hit from the alr $s no 
certainty, oe 

When submarine attack on on battle- 
ship is vonsidered, {t must be ‘realised 
thet a battleship usuatly works as 
part of n flect not as a single ship; 
whether with a feet or nione, it is 
sereened ‘against submarine — attack 
by attendant smiail eraft. 5 

Although the extra length would 
fayour the submarine, the actual 
advantage would in reality be .very 
slight.. An’ individual ship‘ in a 


battle-tleet $s seldom attacked by a - , 


torpedo; rather is un attack made on 
the whole line from a distance. Big 
ships, therefore, would not materially

Ships must have repalr and supply 
buses distributed about: the world, 
The larger the ship, the more diMcuit 
to manoeuvre In narrow, and ¢spec- 
fally in shallow, waters; the larger 
must be the dry dock to accommodate 
her, the longer and more solid the 
wharves; and more dredging Js neces= 
sary to make harbours navigationally
